Arrival ol the Corwin—Newspaper Men 


Snubbed.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan 6.—The revenue 


cutter Corwin, which was due last 
Saturday, arrived at the entrance of 
the harbor yesterday morning about 11 
o'clock. She did not enter but lay off 
Fort Point long enough to sentl a boat 
ashore with a dispatch, and then sailed 
and anchored off Sausalito, whence 
she afterwards proceeded to Mare 
Island. 


A United Press reporter in a boat 


met the cutter off the fort, and en- 
deavored to board her, but was re- 
pulsed. His inquiries as to how things 
were going- at Honolulu were unan- 
swered. All hands had evidently re 
celved strict injunctions to silence on 
that point, and not a word could be got 
out of anybody. The only hint of 
news was given by one of the crew, 
who said over the side to the reporter. 


"There is a big row on down in Hon- 


olulu." 


Afterwards, in answer to a question, 


Capt. Hunger yelled back: 


"The queen had not yet been pul 


back on the throne when we laft, but 
she may be there now all the same." 


After putting an officer with dis- 


patches for Washington ashore, the 
Corwin steamed over to Sausalito. She 
lay there for an hour, and -while there 
the revenue cutter partly went over, 
after which the Corwin got under way 
and went to the Mare Island navy 
yard. 


From tbe appearance of tbe steamer 


she must have been pressed during the 
run, and the chances arc that it is no' 
more than ten days since she lef 
Honolulu. Her starboard coal bunk 
ers were apparently empty and she 
had a decided list to the port. At the 
navy yard the outter will go out o 
commission and be returned to the 
customhouse officials. 


The Mohican is at Mare Island, fully 


equipped and provisioned. If more as- 
sistance is required at Honolulu she 
can be got ready and dispatched in an 
hour. 


There is great indignation in local 


newspaper circles over the discourteous 
treatment accorded representatives of 
the press who tried to board the Cor- 
win, no one even being able to obtain 
an inkling of the developments in Hon- 
olulu. All requests for information 
were gruffly met. The secret of this 
is perhaps the raking over that Capt. 
Hunger got from the department for 
allowing the news of his intended de- 
parture to become public. 
Secretary Qreiham H»» Nothing to Olve 
Out. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5. — Secretary 


Qresham received his first mtiimtion 
from a United Press bulletin of the ar 
riva! of the Corwin at San Francisco 
Whatever dispatches the Corwin has 
landed for the state department they 
are unquestionably in naval cipher.

ROME, Jan. «.—Dispatches received 


from Palermo late lust evening say 
that the proclamation of the state ol 
siege in Sictlyhas made a good im- 
pression upon the people, and has been 
sspeclally reassuring to the law-abid- 
jng citizens, who had become alarmed 
by the apparent impotence of the local 
authorities. The arrest of Gulseppe de 
Felice, socialist deputy for Catania and 
the founder of the revolutionary Fasci 
dsi Lsboratori, is regarded as a wise 
act, since by his personal influence 
alone, he has been able to bring all 
Catania to the verge of rebelion. 


Th. FaiOl Will B.sltt. 


A few hours before leaving Home foi 


Sicily Deputy de Felice said in an in- 
terrlsw with the United Press corre- 
snondent: 


"The Fasci is perfectly organized and 


will resist the military. My place la 
among my people. I do not fear the 
force of arms. This (showing hit 
maimed left hand) here is a wound 
that I got in straggling with the po- 
lios. My body shows scars of many 
other wounds. Of course Crispi will 
imprison me, but it will not help him. 
My arrest will only react against th« 
government." 


Adhered to Kli VUiu. 


Although watched by government 


agents from the moment he entered 
Sicily, Defelice did not alter his plans 
in any way. Last evaning lie called a 
meeting of the revolutionary commit- 
tee and presided ovar their delibera- 
tions. Immediately tifter leaving the 
meeting he was arrested »t his house. 
Be made as if to resist the men who 
came for him, but his friends per- 
suaded him to yield, as reslstancn to 
arrest during the state of siege would 
have been punishable with death. 


Gen. 
Morra di Lavriano, prefect ol 


Palermo, has ordered the newspapers to 
observe a moderation in their comments 
on the Sicilian situation.

pended. 


Warned by Foralzn Consuls. 


It transpired yesterday that the Ger- 


man and Austrian consuls iii Palermo 
informed their governments last June 
that they had warned Premier Giolotti 
concerning the importation of firearms 
into Sicily. The American consul also 
warned the prefect of Palermo that 
great quantities of money and fire- 
arms were coming to the island from 
France. His suspicions had been first 
aroused la his banking business in 
which he was constantly receiving 
cheeks for large amounts payable to 
persons of little or no property or com 
meraial standing. 
The consul be 


lieved that serious mischief was in the 
air and regarded It as his duty to ap- 
prise the authorities of their peril. 


The ktt*te ol Bi"g» Justified. 
The message published by Premier 


Crispi in justification of the state of 
siege describes the leaders of the Sicil- 
ian revolt as men capable of all crimes. 
He apparently alludes to French influ- 
ence when he says that it is necessary 
to employ exceptional measures against 
the Infamous enemies of the country. 


The proclamation of the state of 


seige and arrest ol Deputy de Felice 
have provoked the racialists of Milan 
and Naples to issue manifestoes against 
tbe government's course. This action, 
however, has caused little comment, 
and will have no effect upon the po- 
lice. 
The Third aeotlon of the Army Galled 


Out. 


ROUE, Jan. 6.—The government has 


called out the third section of the army, 
class of 1869. This section numbers 
30,000 men. All of them will be sent 
to Sicily. 


Last accounts from Palermo say that 


the first reports from Marineo were ex- 
aggerated, as in fact but eight rioters 
were killed and twelve wounded. Un- 
less the accounts of two conflicts have 
been muddled, which is improbable, 
the last report is likely to be the cor- 
rect one.
